My former role in the U.S. Navy provided me with the understanding and application 

of transferable skills, training and management of natural resources and current as 

well as advanced technologies in operating prime movers from across the engineering 

enterprise around the globe on the surface of the world’s oceans and in the littorals as 

well as in the bathysphere. I understand the purpose and application of diversified 

energy resources and its means to provide for greater efficiencies as well as alternate 

forms of sustainable energy.

The concept, already in practice, takes the best of joining renewable energy with the 

clean-burning advantages of natural gas. This project, we believe, will work as a 

blueprint for other military installations across the country, making the Fort Sill 

project a model for others, who want to do public/private ventures with the military.

Lawton mall. Because economic developers are increasingly looking for communities 

with clean energy options, the Fort Sill solar project would supply up to 46.9 

megawatts of additional power, increasing the opportunities for expanded area 

economic development growth.
